While fo many men of unqueftionable erudition and abilities, too elevated to 
be bribed, too, ditant to be courted, unite in one defign of pro ing icience 
by our vehicle, we have little to dread from competitors, who after fo many have 
* failed, hope to fucceed by pains and expence, of which the fo therefore is 
loudly repeated with equal ignorance and prefumption. Tho’ little is produced 
pains may be taken, and expence, tho’ it cannot purchafe wit, may buy paper and 
décorations, "till more is laid out than is received. But fuch undertakers can on- 
ly mean to ruin every other monthly work, and then reimburfe themfelves by leis 
lendid productions ; when inftead of their prefent humble whine, : de p/w/ed to 
afk for the new Magazine, they can infult the public with—/is or nome. Others 
talk of more and better original pieces, more perfe/ extraé?s, and more complete 
abfira&s; yet many of their originals are for feveral pages faithfully tranfcrib’d 
from us {, and given as their own, and even by that boafting fraternity, who had 
declared ‘if they did fo, the lofs of all their cuftomers would be the leaft re- 
* fentment they could expett.” L. Mag. Pref. 1737. : 

From another imitator we have had fairer treatment ; the author of an Edindurgh 
Magazine, as he copies our beft pieces, fets before them or after them Gent. Mag. 
and has given our collection, in his firft Volume, the fo!lowing candid ‘actount: 
* As there has been a general increafe ef readers, after many attempts to fuit the 
* Jearning of the times without fuccefs ; after Month/y Mercuries, Chronicles, Regi- 
* fiers, Amufements, &c. had been tried in vain, a monthly Magazine, at laft ap: 
* peared, which from the induftry'and + influence of the proprietor, {oon met with 
* encouragement; the variety, of which it confifted, and the wxu/ua/ quantity, 
* yielding fatisfaétion to a/] who gave ita perufal.—This kind reception of the 
* Gentleman's Magazine quickly produced a rival, &&c,’ Pref. to Vol. 1. Scots Mag. 

Such is his account of our fuccefs; but tho” any afluming projectors may 
affe&t to ufe the word riva/s, there is between us and them no competition, and 
we fhall leave them to fall by the hands of each other. But however we may, 
overlook our enemies, our friends, whom we may fometimes feem to forget, 
may juftly demand an apology. A page of our book overfills a page of other 
books into which it is copy’d by about 20 lines, yet it is much too {mall to con- 
tain all our correfpondence, and as we cannot infert all, we are obliged to feleét, 
though we do not always know which to prefer, to omit many performances 
which we do not mean to condemn, and difcourage fome coatributors, whom 
we defire not to offend. . 


For to thofe by whofe bounty we have been enabled thus to complete ‘wo and 
twenty Volumes, and to maintain our {uperiority over envy and emulation, we hall 
always be zealous to fhew our gratitude; we have too long experienced their 
friendfhip to fear that it fhould be capricioufly transferred to another, and we 
know too well our own intereft to abate that affiduity by which alone we can hope 
that it will be fecured.

every other day ; tome tend forth their 
works once a week ; others once a 
fortnight ; and others more fparingly 
indulge us only at the end of every 
month with thetr labours. 

| When I farvey*all thefe wonderous 
works in my mind, I am ftruck with no 
lefs aftonifhment, than was the foreign- 
er when he faw Leadenbail market ; nor 
can J more conceive what becomes of 
all this quantity of paper, than he could 
find confumers for fo much meat. The 
fame folution will indeed ferve us both ; 
for there are ceftainly as many b—ms 
in the world as there are mouths. 

Here, perhaps, I pray {feem to have 
advanced an argument againit my own 
appearance, and ir will poffibly be faid, 
fince we have fo many, (perhaps too 
many) of thefe writers already, what 
necd have we of adding a new onc to 
the number ?
